It  has  however  one  fault, 
which  is  not  really  its  fault,  and 
that  is  that  owing  to  the  peculiar 
plumbing  of  this  camp  when  the  .. 
showers  and  toilets  are  in  use  the 
stream  of  water  is  not  very  great. 
In  fact  is  so  small  that  many  fel- 
lows force  their  mouths  right  down 
onto  the  jet,  touching  the  metal  in 
order  toget  a satisfying  mouthful. 

As  it  happens  there  are  sever- 
al cases  of  trench  mouth  or  Vincent 
angina  in  camp.  There  are  probably 
several  cases  that  have  never  been 
reported  to  the  infirmary.  If  and 
v/hen  the  men  suffering  from  this 
disease  follow  this  practice  they 
VvTill  contaminate  the  fountain  and 
spread  the  disease.  It  is  not  a 
pleasant  infection  and  one  that  is 
very  unsightly  since  the  gums  rot 
and  the  breath  has  an  unpleasant 
odor  that  is  particularly  offensiv 
Therefor  \Ye  ask  that  everyone 
cooperate  by  taking  their  drink 
without  touching  the  metal  of  the 
fountain--or  else,  like  Seneco , 
stop  drinking  v/ater.

Before  going 
it  would  be  v/ell  for  you  to  know 
that  the  mosquitoes  are  prevalent 
only  in  the  morning  until  about 
10  o’clock  and  if  you  Y/ear  your 
heavy  denims  during  these  hours  you 
will  not  suffer  the  ill-effects  of 
mosquito  bites.  Invariably  at  this 
time  the  cooling  breezes  begin  to 
blow  consequently  ridding  the  air 
of  these  and  other  insects  making 
work  conditions  more  agreeable  and 
v/holesome.

It  is  very  probably  that  on 
the  new  project  there  will  be  days 
when  the  mosquitoes  will  be  very 
bad.  In  my  engineering  work  in 
the  Everglades  I have  used  an  oily
